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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 
This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

I. Claims 1-36, 52-87, 103-138, 154, drawn to having a plurality of contiguous 
regions served by stations that transmit beacons with network information, classified in class 
370, subclass 328, and class 370, subclass 338. 

II. Claims 37-51, 88-102, 139-53, 155, drawn to transmitting / distributing 
information to communication stations during a predetermined reception time period (i.e. 
synchronization), classified in class 370, subclass 345, and class 370, subclass 350. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13. 1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: 

Invention I and II are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they are 
not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different designs, modes of operation, and 
effects (MPEP 802.01 and 806.06). In the instant case, the different inventions relate to a similar 
topic, however, invention I is discussing a radio communication system in which beacons 
describing information on the network are transmitted to each other whereas invention II is 
concerned with termination of reception operation. 
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Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and 
there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required because the 
inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP 802.02), restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) an 
election of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 
CFR 1 . 143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To reserve 
a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse. If the reply does not distinctly and 
specifically point out supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election shall be treated 
as an election without traverse.
